Hiding Truth 
Says Committee 
of State Dept.

WASHINGTON <AP* -A con- 


gressional 
subcommittee 
today 


accused the State Department of 
"hiding the facts from the Ameri- 
can public" by restricting news- 
men in South Viet Nam. 


The criticism came from the 


House subcommittee on informa- 
tion, headed by Rep. John E. 
Moss,, D-Calif. 


"In recent weeks," a report by 


the 
subcommittee 
said, "the 


American public has been sur- 
prised by developments in Viet 
Nam—developments which have 
been many! months in the making. 


The report said "the restrictive 


U.S. press policy in Viet Nam . . . 
unquestionably contributed to the 
lack of information about condi- 
tions in Viet Nam which created 
an international crisis. 


"Instead of hiding1 the facts 


from the American public," the 
subcommittee concluded, "The 
State Department uhould have 
done everything possible to ex- 
pose the true situation to full 
view." 


The 
subcommittee 
directed 


most of its criticism at a cable 
prepared by Carl T. Rowan,, now 
ambassador to Finland, and sent 
ovcr?"the signature of Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk to the U.S. Em- 
bassy in Saigon early in 1962.

Fire Leaves 
One Dead at 
Little Rock

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Little 


Rock suffered its first fire casual- 
ty jn 30 years Saturday night when 
a six-alarm,blaze hit a downtown 
auto and .trailer sales firm. 
, A^yqiycollapsed .suddenly .in the 
front section of the Cook Aiito 
and Trailer Sales, killing Carlos 
H. Graham, 31,, of Bigelow and 
seriously injuring assistant Chief 
Charles E. Bailey, C4, of Little 
Rock and Billy B. Parks, 26, of 
Searcy. 


Shocked firemen and onlookers 


dug into the debris with their bare 
hands and pulled the three but. 
Bailey was taken to a Little Rock 
hospital in critical condition arid 
Parks condition was listed as sat- 
isfactory. 
' 


The assistant 
chief 
suffered 


skull fractures and both of his 
legs were broken. Parks had sec- 
ond' and third degree burns on his 
face and body. 


The last fireman to die in the 


line of duty in the city was Olie 
Blevins,, killed while fighting a 
drugstore fire in the 1930s. 


The three firemen had been 


standing inside the front doorway 
of the building and' were on their 
way out when the roof collapsed 
and the front and side walls caved 
in. 


Bailey ordered his men out but 


the walls fell before they could 
get clear. . 


District fire Chief Melvin White 


said Sunday the fire must have 
started1 in the front portion of the 
' roof and smoldered without be- 
ing noticed before it broke into 
open flames and smoke pillowed 
from the building. 


The first alarm was turned in 


at 8:20 p.m. A second alarm was 
sounded at 8:28 p.m. and' a third 
at 8:32. All available firemen 
were called to the scene, away 
from the Arkansas-Missouri foot- 
ball game where they had been 
directing traffic and crowds. 


Several Arkansas State Police 


units helped Little Rock city po- 
lice hold back a crowd of 2,000 
persons who gathered to watch the 
fire. 


Only four Little Rock engine 


companies remained; to protect the 
rest of the city and the North Lit- 
tle Rock Fire Department was put 
on alert. 


Chief White said there was no 


danger that the fire would spread 
to other buildings, but the collapse 
of the walls and roof created se- 
rious problems. 


No estimate of the damege was 


immediately available. The build- 
ing was owned1 by Otho Cook of 
Little Rock who recently retired 
from the business, turning its op- 
eration over to his son. Charles. 


The building was 150 feet lou? 


by 40 feet wide. It served as .3 
dealership for heavy-duty trucks 
and trailers and outboard mot- 
ors. 


Charles Cook said he could not 


even begin to estimate his loss 
but said it was partially covered 
by insurance. 


Otho Cook placed damage to tho 


building at $340,000.

Kennedy Plugs 
Tax Cut in Talk 
to Financiers

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 


dent Kennedy assured the world's 
finance ministers today that the 
United States,,, in determinedly 
bringing its international pay- 
ments into balance, will support 
any needed measures to avoid 
damaging its trading partners 
around the globe. 


The President won a standing 


ovation from the boards of gov- 
ernor's of the World Bank and In- 
ternational Monetary Fund at the 
opening .of their five-day annual 
meeting. 


He made his address an occa- 


sion also for indirectly nudging 
the Senate to pass his $11 billicn 
tax cut program, which the House 
has approved. He said the tax cut 
is "the ,most important actio.i 
Congress can take" to solve the 
gold.-dollar problem. 


Representing nearly 
100 na- 


tions, the governors 
and their 


supporting delegations'were ar- 
ranged around a huge horseshoe 
table as Kennedy stood at tlw 
rostrum 
before their 
massed 


flags. 


The meeting was shaping up as 


one of the most significant in the 
history of the twin global lending 
institutions conceived at Brctton 
Woods, N.H., in 1914. 


These developments marked the 


day's deliberations: 


1, Kennedy gave notice that the 


United States has set in motion 
the actions needed to erase its 
stubborn payments deficit and, in 
achieving a balance, 
will do 


"whatever must be done to pro- 
tect the dollar as convertible cur- 
rency at its present fixed rate" 
of $35 to an ounce of gold. 


2. He pledged all needed efforts 


to see that this country's pay- 
ments gains do not bring financial 
hardship overseas. He saW.; 


"The United States, therefore, 


stands ready to support 
such 


measures as may, be.necessary to 
increase 
international' liquidity" 


.—an adequate over-all supply of 
gold, dollars and credit to sup- 
port a rising volume of world 
trade and investment.

Jackson County damage verdict 
today on grounds that profits from 
a business located off the property 
cannot properly be used in figur- 
ing value of land taken in a High- 
way Department condemnation 
proceeding.

Show Proves 
Entertaining

NBW YORK (AP)-The ton*, 


awaited and much - discussed 
"Judy Garland Show" arrived on 
CBS Sunday, night and proved an 
entertaining, if extremely uneven, 
variety hour, 


The entertainment was largely 


due to the debut of the star in 
weekly television. She seemed 
nervous,, but in a merry mood. 
The problem areas were concen- 
trated in what the producer de- 
signated as Informal ad lib con- 
versation. Sne was never nervous 
when singing but making televi- 
sion small talk is a reftl specialty 
and Miss Garland isn't Jack Paar 
—yet. 


Generally, the show was gay, 


good-humored and had Jots of 
tuneful singing and dancing1. Guest 
star Donald O'Connor provided 
some first-rate support. Jerry Van 
Dyke helped out with the comedy, 
including an amusing but too-long 
monologue. 


But the show was Miss Gar- 


land, slim and svelte. Even with 
the rough spots it was fascinating 
to watfch. 


Earlier in the evening a per- 


fectly delightful little comedy se* 
ries had its CBS debut. Called 
"My Favorite Martian," it is a 
sly and'witty fairy story about a 
Martian scientist, studying this 
primitive planet who crash-lands 
his space ship in Southern Cali- 
fornia. 


It would be pleasant to report 


that Phil Silvers lighted up the 
living room screen with his: new 
CBS series as he did in the 
good old "Bilko" days. Truth to 
tell,, Silvers' new version of the 
fast-talking lovable con man lacks 
something, Phil plays a brash 
smart-alec factory) foreman and 
somehow it's not the same at all. 


Friday night's "Great Adven- 


ture" series also had1 a CBS pre- 
miere. It was a rather plodding, 
labored story about a real, histor- 
ic incident) when a Confederate 
submarine — a primitive craft- 
sank a Yankee sailing ship. All 
the crew lost their lives in the 
exploit. Most of the drama fo- 
cused on the problems the captain 
had in getting a chance at the 
enemy and concentrated on scenes 
of men suffering in ihe sub's air- 
less innards. It was rather thick 
going for the viewers, too.

He 
obviously was pleased with the re- 
sult,, particularly because he drew 
warm response in the Rocky 
Mountain area where many voters 
favor the conservative policies of 
Sen. Barry Goldwater, Arizona 
Republican. . 


Repeatedly, Kennedy was inter 


rupted by applause as he talked 
up the limited nuclear test-ban 
treaty, foreign aid and global in- 
volvement — all of which he 
credited with making brighter 
the prospects for peace. 


Unquestionably, this choice of 


subjects was to determine audi 
ence reaction. But these topics al 
so concern Kennedy trore deeply 
than the conservation matters thai 
were the announced focal point ol 
his trip. 


Prosperity also figured in Ken- 


nedy's speeches — usually in con- 
nection with his argument that an 
$ll-billion tax cut is vitally needed 
as anti-recession insurance. If a 
tax cut is enacted before the elec- 
tion, and a recession is avoided, 
prosperity certainly will be one 
of Kennedy's 
major 
campaign 


claims. 


Thus, the Democratic presiden- 


tial candidate next ytear may em- 
ploy substantially the same argu- 
ments that Eisenhower used suc- 
cessfully against Democrat Adla 
E. Stevenson in 1956. 


On the second of five days of 


speechmaking, Kennedy began to 
swing away from conservation 
and emphasize his contentions 
that, by shouldering Internationa 
burdens,, the United1 States is re- 
pulsing "the Communist offen- 
sive." 


This argument was voiced in 


Montana, at Billings and Great 
Falls, before Kennedy made it 
the theme of the trip's major ad- 
dress -r an appearance in Salt 
Lake City's Mormon Tabernacle.

ing coexistence, Browder argued 
that neither armed conflict nor 
cold war was inevitable.

1942.

perfected a fast, easy way to 'use 
oil content in determining the 
grade of soybeans. 


Although soybeans are Ameri- 


ca's major oilseed crop, oil con- 
tent is not now used in present 
grade standards. Steps may be 
I taken later to use it. 


It is true that higher grades of 


soybeans usually contain more oil 
than lower grades but there is 
considerable variation In grades. 
As a result, some growers are un- 
derpaid for their soybeans of high 
oil-content while others are over- 
paid for beans of lower oil con- 
tent, the department said.
